Other information which he said it 
would be against public policy to re- 
veal at this time, Chief Flynn declared, 
would be disclosed later. .In his com- 
plaint to Commissioner Houghton, 
Chief Flynn stated that Paul Siebs, 
formerly of the German army, had be- 
come a government witness.

RUSSIANS FIGHT 
PITCHED BATTLES. 


The Russians are fighting pitched 
battles in the Riga and Dvinsk re- 
gions in an effort to retake ground 
won from them by Von Hindenburg 
last week. Russian

FRENCH TAKE 
GERMAN WORK. 


October 25.—An important 
by the French troops in the 
Champagne district was announced by 
the French war office today. 

In spite of a fierce resistance French 
troops following a preparatory artil- 
lery fire occupied an important posi- 
tion known as “La~- Courtine.” The 
losses of the Germans are described as 
serious, and the French took 200 pris- 
oners. 

The text of the communication fol- 
lows: 

“In the Champagne district our 
troops yesterday won an important suc- 
The enemy occupied, in front of 
second position, a salient, very 
organized, which had resist- 
ed all our previous attacks. In 
southwestern part on the 
slopes of Hill No. 
kilometers (1 1-4 miles) to the north 
of Mesnil les Hurlus, this salient in- 
cluded a very important position called 
‘La Courtine,’ which we have capuur- 
ed after heavy fighting. ‘La Cour- 
tine’ extended for a distance of 1,200 
vards with an average depth of 250 
yards, and including three or four lines 
of trenches connected up with under- 
ground tunnels and the customary 
communicating trenches, all of which 
were organized f efense. 

‘In spite of horoughness of the 
(Jerman defei..iVe works and the fe- 
rocity shown by the German soldiers, 
our men were successful, after a vig- 
orous preparatory artillery fire, and as’

London, October 25.—A long account 
by an eye witness.of Armenian atroci- 
ties is telegraphed by the Reuter cor- 
respondent with the Dardanelles fleet. 
The statement is from an official 
source, the correspondent explaining 
| that it was given to the British. staff 
by an Armenian serving in the Turkish 
army who was taken prisoner. 

This account begins at Erzerum, the 
principal city of Turkish Armenia, last 
March. It covers travels about. vari- 
ous parts of Armenia and gives de- 
tails of various atrocities along. famil- 
iar lines—how the bishop of Sivas 
was shod with shoes of red hot irons 
by a village blacksmith at the order 
| Of the Turks, how men of Tokat were 
tied together in groups of four and 
taken out 100 at a time ¢o the marshy 
districts for massacre and how the 
declaration of martial law at Zile in- 
Cluded the:confiscation of all Armenian 
property. 

The account describes how women 
were tied to the tails of oxcarts and 
exposed to hunger and rough weather 
until they accepted conversion to 
| Islam or death, how mothers were 
|bayonetted before the eyes of their 
| children, how Armenian girls were dis- 
| tributed as chattels among civil and 
_military officials.

| any massacres, being on one occasion 
member of a party of forty soldiers

For Carrying Booze 
lf This Bill Passes 


rhe season’ for the introdue- 
tion of prohibition bills, which it now 
appears the coming extraordinary ses- 
sion of the general assembly will in- 
augurate, has already given promise 
of many unique ideas in the matter of 
obscuring the view upon wine when 
it is red. 
| Among the many bills which will be 
| Introduced will one with an “anti- 
| hippin’s” clause, so to speak, which is 
| designed to put an end to the ancient 
}and—-dependent upon the point of view 
—honorable custom of carrying one’s 
Vial in the hip pocket or anywhere 
else not fully exposed to the faze of 
the populace. 

There will also be included in this 
bill—this information comes from Rome 
—several other ideas which authors of 
prospective prohibition measures seem 
so far to have overlooked. 

The bill in question makes it unlaw- 
ful to give away, barter or sell liquor 
with more than one and one-half per 
cent of alcohol. It forbids any per- 
son to carry liquor except when fully 
. exposed to view. It also prohibits liq- 
uor to be kept anywhere except in pri- 
vate residences. This feature of the 
bill would bar liquor from all clubs. 

Another section of the bill is intend- 
ed to do away with treating and pro- 
hibits a person from drinking except 
in his own home, from giving or of- 
fering to give liquor to any person not 
a member of his immediate family, re- 
siding under his own roof. 

Still another feature of the bill pro- 
vides that all fines

|of the bill. The bill provides that costs 
| of justices of the peace and bailiffs 
_Shall be paid, but the solicitors gen- 
feral are to receive no compensation.

IN SOUTHERN SERBIA 
BY THE FRENCH TROOPS 


According to Paris, This 
Places One Portion of the 
Bulgar Forces in Danger- 
ous Position, as Its Flanks 
Are Threatened—Military 
Writers Don’t Believe Ser- 
bia’s Position Is as Bad as 


Painted. 


London, October 26.—The Buhcarest, 


Rumania, correspondent of The Times 
sends the following: 

“Serbian troops have withdrawn from 
the neighborhood of the Danube, and 
the Austrians have crossed the river, 
traversing the island of Odakale. The 
Austrian forces now will obtain free 
passage through Bulgaria from Orsova, 
where fifty steamers and lighters laden 
with munitions have assembled.” 


t.ondon, October 25.—The Austro-Ger- 
man and Bulgarian campaigns in north- 
ern and eastern Serbia are being car- 
ried out according to plans, despite 
fierce Serbian resistance, and the Bul- 
gars who crossed the Timok and took 
Prahovo ara separated now from the 
Germans, who crossed the Danube near 
Orsova by only a few miles, but 
things are not going so well for the 
invaders in the south. 

Here French troops have joined hands 
wwith—the Serblane and according to 
French accounts have inflicted a severe 
defeat on the Bulgarians at Krivolak, 
40 miles north of the point where the 
Saloniki-Nish railways cross the Serbo- 
Greek frontier. 

This success places the Bulgarians 
Veles and Uskup 
in an awkward position, for a further 
advance of the allied army would 
threaten their flanks. In fact, unof- 
ficial reports say the advance of the 
French, who are being closely followed 
by the British, already has caused the 
retirement of the Bulgars’ toward 
Strumitsa. 


OPENING ROUTE 
TO TURK CAPIAL. 


The first desire of the Germans is to 
open a route through northeastern 
Serbia and Bulgaria to Turkey and 
this is on the eve of being accom- 
plished. 

On the other hand military writers 
here do not belleve that the position 
of Serbia is so bad as painted. It is 
serious, but they point out that the 
Serbians have many natural defensive 
positions in the mountains in which 
they can hold out for weeks; that, with 
the British, French and other members 
of the quadruple powers carrying out 
their determination to help Serbia by 
rushing reinforcements to Saloniki and 
other points, the Bulgarians will have 
a warm reception and that the Germans 
and Turks cannot send them much 
help.

Vienna, October 25.—(Via London.)— 
The official statement issued Sunday 
night by the Austrian war office, tells 
of desperate efforts by the Italians to 

the Austrian front. The 
Statement says: 

“In the Russian theater near Novo 
Alexiniec, we recaptured heights lost 
of Lopaszne, which we evacuated Fri- 
day. Near Czartorysk our aitacks are 
progressing. Near Komarow we re- 
pulsed the enemy. Otherwise the sit- 
uation is unchanged, 

“Italian theater: The general Izonso 
battle continues. Infantry attacks con- 
ducted yesterday with unprecedented 
bitterness, included also attacks 
against the bridge-head at Geerz. All 
the enemy's attacks collapsed before 
the tenacious resistance of our brave 
infantry, who were splendidly assisted 
by formidable artillery. The enemy 
suffered terrible losses. 

“The main Italian attack was ac- 
companied by attacks by strong forces 
against the Tyrolean front.

FOR CARRYING THE MAIL 


New York, October 25.—An estimate 
that the railroads are underpaid to the 
extent of $11,900,000 for carrying the 
United States mail was contained in a 
report made public today by the special 
committee of the Merchants’ associa- 
tion, which conducted an investiga- 
tion of that subject. The committee 
figured that the railroads should re- 
ceive, in addition to payments now 
made, $4,000,000 a year for the use of 
their compartment mall cars: $2,2@0,- 
000 a year for side service, which con- 
sists of transferring mail to other rail- 
roads and between certain etations and 
postoffices, and about $5,700,000 a year 
as weight allowances because of the 
parcel post system put into effect since 
the last official tests of weights car- 
ried by the railroads. 

The investivators suggested that pay- 
ment should be made for weight with 
provision for annual instead of quad- 
rennial weighings;: payment for com- 
partment car space upon the basis now 
in effect for full postal cars, and that 
railroads be paid for their transfer 
services or relieved of the requirement 
to give side service.

Remarkably significant is the fact that 
the best roads traversed in Florida, outside 
of Duval county; where Jacksonville is lo- 
cated, were those of Baker county, with a 
population of only 3,500, probably the small- 
est county in point of population on the en- 
tire route. In that county the roads were 
found well surfaced and serviceable, a splen- 
didly commendable fact for a county that 
had to build‘one mile of the highway for 
every hundred people in it.

plenty of encouragement for the Nashville-

The tour just completed dealt only with 
the western division of the Dixie highway.

The one big lesson of the tour is the 
result-getting power of organization. It is 
the lesson the Atlanta-Macon link should 
learn in Georgia and the Nashville-Chatta- 
nooga link in Tennessee. It is the factor 
upon which the Dixie highway must depend 
for substantial construction of roads that 
are travelable from one year’s end to the 
other, regardless of weather conditions. 


STATE WAREHOUSE PLANS. 


Under no circumstances should the 
measures relative to the establishment of a 
State warehouse system, which will be con- 
sidered at the coming extraordinary session 
of the general assembly, be permitted to get 
into politics. If there ever was a purely 
business question involving the direct in- 
terests of the farmers of Georgia it is this, 
and it should by all means be considered 
strictly upon a business basis. 

In a dignified statement, published today, 
Commissioner of Agriculture J. D. Price sets 
forth his own attitude regarding the ware- 
house system. Mr. Price says, first and 
foremost, that it should be both created and 
administered for the best interests of the 
farmers of the state, and that the machinery 
of its administration should be a matter of 
secondary consideration. He promises the 
active support and co-operation of his de- 
partment in the attainment of the best re- 
sults, regardless of where that administra- 
tion is located. 

This is the only view to take of it. The 
primary object of the proposed state ware- 
house system is to provide a thoroughly 
safe and readily negotiable form of cotton 
receipt which shall be at all times the equiv- 
alent in value of the actual bale of cotton 
itself. It is not of so much importance who 
directs or administers the system, as that 
it shall be established upon a sound, stable 
and uniform basis that will make every re- 
ceipt issued against a bale of cotton the 
equivalent of actual cash. 

This is the chief feature of the proposed 
legislation to which the general assembly 
should direct its attention. After that comes 
the question of administration. 

Georgia needs legislation which will pro- 
vide a standard, safe and acceptable form 
of cotton warehouse receipt which any bank 
will be glad to accept as collateral. 

If the legislature can give Georgia a law 
which will provide such a receipt it will 
have done an unquestioned service for the 
farmers and the business interests of the 
state. But if it permits politics to creep 
into its consideration of this question and 
control its action upon it, there is grave 
danger of defeating the whole purpose for 
which the measure is designed.

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PRICE STATES POSITION 
ON THE WAREHOUSE BILL 

Commissioner of Agriculture J. D. Price 
yesterday gave out the following statement: 

“While out of the city the past week on 
call to varioug counties and in pursuit of the 
work of the department, I have read state- 
ments in various Georgia newspapers con- 
taining interviews from different sources 
relative to proposed waréhouse legislation 
which came up last summer and which is 
to be considered in the coming extraordi- 
nary session of the legislature. These 
statements have sought to connect the de- 
partment of agriculture, and myself as the 
head of it, with undue activity in the mat- 
ter of this legislation on the alieged ground 
of personal interest. 

“The truth of the matter is that I knew 
nothing whatever of the proposed warchouse 
legislation until parties interested in it 
from a purely business standpoint-came to 
me with a copy of a tentative bill which 
they had prepared, and asked. me if I had 
any objection to the placing of the admin- 
istration of a state warehouse system under 
the department of agriculture. I replied to 
them that, inasmuch as I considered any 
warehouse measure one which snovuld be de 
vised and administered in the interests of 
the farmers of Georgia, I had no” objec‘ion 
to its taking that course. I told them it 
was my opinior that inasmuch as it was 
the particuiar duty of this department to 
look after the farmers’ interests, it would 
be better, perhaps, to place the administra- 
tion of the system with this department; 


_ but that wherever it was placed,,and what- 


ever the legislature might see fit to do with 
it, I personally and the department would 
do everything within our power to co-operate 
with the system to the end that the best 
results might be attained. 

“That is my position today: it has al- 
ways been by position regarding the propcsed 
warehouse system. If. it is the desire of 
the legislature to place its administration 
with the department of agriculture, urder 
any conditions or restrictongs which it may 
deem proper to place upon it, it will be my 
duty and pleasure to see that it is admin- 
istered in the farmers’ interests and especial- 
ly with a view to the protection of the small 
farmers of Georgia. If, on the other hand, 
the legislature should think best to place 
the administration of the system elsewhere 
or to create an entirely new and separate de- 
partment. it shall be equally my pleasure 
and determination to co-operate with it and 
lend every possible assistance looking to the 
successful administration of the law. 

“My first desire in connection with any 
measure of this kind that may be enacted 
is that it shall be so drawn as to protect 
and safeguard the interests of every farmer 
in Georgia who may desire at any time to 
take advantage of the 
may offer. That is the only basis upon 
which it can prove a success.”’

New York, Ocober 25.—(Special.)—-The 
cotton market met today’s bullish ginning 
report with a bearish frame of mind. The 
bull leaders had quit for the moment and 
without their assistance the rnarket 
vulnerable. These bulis who sold out their 
cotton are emphatic in their idea of 
eventually higher prices, but are inclined to 
let the holder of cotton stand the acid test 
of willingness and ability to hold. The 
farmer has been a willing seller, as the 
half million bales per week movement will 
testify. The speculator was willing to help 
him. but unwilling to carry the whole bur- 
den. Speculators, therefore, unloaded and 
left the situation to a test of nerve between 
the farmer and the spinner. The ginning 
report is the smallest since 1910 and the 
amount ginned Petween September 25 and 
October 18 was the smallest’ ever known 
except 1903.

early reports of ginning 
more complete than they were five years 
ago. Nevertheless, the ginning for this 
period is smaller than in either 1919 or 
1909 and unless that smallness be aftribut- 
ed to weather the document is a very bull- 
ish one. 

In previous years the total figures up to 
this date constitute from 38 per cent to 595 
per cent of the total crop, which is, of 
course, a wide range of final crop when ap- 
plied to the 6,713,000 ginned to date this 
year, but much more significant is the fact 
that in all previous years the amount 
ginned between September 25 and October 
ik has always been from 26 to 30 per cent 
of the entire crop. This year the amount 
ginned during the period is only 
bales. Applying this rule, a very small 
crop is indicated and strange to say, this 
rule is the only rule not yet violated by 
exception. 

We do not know just how the farmer will 
stand the pressure of the market, but we 
feel quite sure that speculation will again 
take hold of the market within ten days, 
or before that time if January cotton ap- 
proximates the 12-cent level. We do not 
think today’s decline warranted and should 
be surprised at any undue haste to sell 
spots.

7,612,747 bales Bg ‘47 9 per cent of the 
entire crop, ginned prior to October 18 
last year; 6,973,518 bales, or 49.9 per 
cent, in 1913, and 6,874,206 bales, or 51.0 
per cent, in 1912 

Included in the ginnings were 54,42 
round bales, compared with 15,239 het:
